Conſequence the Indians, commonly known to 
e people of New-York by the Name of the Five Nations, 
te both in Peace and War, I know of no Accounts of them 
ublished in Hnglisb, but what are meer Tranſlations of 
Tench Authors. This ſeems to throw ſome Reflection on

o enquire into our own Affairs, and that we were willing 
o reſt fatisfied with the Accounts the French give us of our 
din Indians, notwithſtanding that the French in Canads are 
lways in a different Intereſt, and ſometimes in open No- 
ility with us. This Conſideration, I hope, will juſtify: 
1y attempting to write an Hiſtory of the Five Nations at this 
ime; and my ende avouring to remore that Blame with 
which we may be charged, perhaps will attone for many 
aults which the want of Capacity may have occaſioned.

We are fond of ſearching into Remote Anti- 
quity, to know the Manners of our Earlieſt Progenitors : il 
1 be not miſtaken, the Indians are living Images of them.

An Hiſtorian maj 
paint Mens Actions in lively Colours; ot in faint Shades, 
as he likes beſt, and in both caſes preſerve a perfect Like.

Name of the Five Nations, (and by the French 
dalbd Les Troquois) was from the French, who 
ſettled Canada under Mr. Champlain, their fir 
Governor, in the year 1603. ſix years before 
the Dutch ſettled New-York. When the French 
firſt arrived, they found the Adirondacks (by 
the Freneh called Algonkims) at War with the 
Five Nations, which, they tell us, was occaſi- 
oned in the following manner. 


(a) The Adirondacks formerly lived about 
one hundred Leagues above Trois Kiptere: 
where now the Utawarwas live; at that time 
they imploy'd themſelves wholly in Hunting 
and the Five Nations made Planting of Corn 
their whole buſineſs, by which means they be- 
came uſeful to one another, and lived in Friend 
ſhip together, the Five Nations exchanging wit 
the Adirondacks Corn for Veniſon. The Aatro 
Aach valued themſelves, and their manner o 
Itving, as more Noble than that of the Hu 
Nations, ard deſpiſed them for that reaſon. |

the Onnondagas, Capugas and Oneyaoes, and it 


was eaſie for them to ſpirit up the Indians (na- 
turally Revengeful) againſt their old Enemies, 
This occaſion*d a Party of the Oneydoes going 
out two years afterwards againſt the Nayanoab 
Jndians, Friends of Virginia, and killing ſome 
of the Pcople of Virginia, who aſſiſted thoſe 
Indians. They took ſix Priſoners, which they 
reſtored at Albany, with an Excuſe, That thcy 
did not know that they were Friends of Vir. 
gina, and included in the Chain with Virginia. 
Coll. Dongan, on this Occation, told them, 
That he only had kept all rhe Engliſh in Nortb- 
America from joyming together to Deſtroy 
them; And at the ſame time threatned them, 
That if ever he ſhould hear of the like Com- 
plaint, he would dig up the Hatchet, and 
Jjoyn with the reſt of the Engliſh to cut them 
off, Root and Branch; for there were many 
Complaints made of him to the King by the 
Engliſh, as well as the Governor of Canada, for 
his favouring of them. 


Now we have gone thiough the Material 

Tranſactions which the Five Nations had with 
the Engliſh, in which we find the Engliſh pur- 
ſuing nothing but Peaceable and Chriſtian Mea- 
fares, and the Five Nations (tho? Barbari an,) 
living like good Neighbours and faithful 
Friends, 


Friends, except when they were influenced 


by the Arts of the Jeſuits; Tho? at the ſame 


time one cannot but admire the Zeal, Courage 
and Reſolution of thuſe Jeſuits, that would 
adventure to live among Hidians at War with 
their Nation; and the better to carry their 
Purpoſes, to comply with all the Humors 
ind Manners of ſuch a Wild People, ſo as not 
to be diſtinguiſhed by ſtrangers from meer 
I:d:ans,One of them, nam'd Milet, remain'd with 
the Oneydoes till after the year 1694. he was 
advanced to the degree of a Sachem, and had 
ſo great an Influence over them, that the other 
Nations could not prevail with them ro part 
with him. While he remain'd with them, 
the Oneydoes were frequently rurn'd againſt 
the Southern Indians (Friends of the Engliſh 
Sourhern Colomies) and were always waver- 
ng in their Reſolutions againſt Canada. 


We ſhall now urn to ſee what effect the 
French Policy had, who purſued very different

They carried their Com en 
merce among the Numerous Nations that liv 
on the Banks of the great Laws, and the 
Banks of the M.ſiſipi. They not only pro: 
{ſecured their Trade among theſe Nations, but 
did all they could to fecure their Obedience, 
and to make them abfolutely ſubject to theWnd l 
Crown of France, by building Forts ar the con- e 
ſiderable Paſſes, and placing ſmall Garriſons 
in them. They took all the Precautions in 
their Power, not only to reſtrain the [azz 
vy Force, but like wiſe to gain their Affectiong 
by ſeading Miſulonarics among them. The 
only Obitruction they met with, was from 
the Five Nations, who introduced the Eng 
of New-Tok into the Lakes, to Trade with 
the Indi ns that liv'd round them. This gave 
the French much uncaſineſs, becauſe rheyFMeans 
fore- ſaw, that the Exgliſh would not only provefo 
dangerous Rivals, but that the Advantagesifi 
== which 
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rhich they enjoy'd in Trade, beyond what 
was poſſible for the Inhabitants of Canada 
o have, would enable the People of V- Tor 
b far to under-ſel] them, that their Trade 
jould ſaon be Ruin'd, and all the Intereſt 
aſt which they had gain'd with ſo much 
abour and Expence.

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Dongan, to complain of the Injupies the Sennehas 
had done to the French, and to ſhow the nece 
ſity he was under to bring the Five Nations tc 
Reaſon by Force of Arms; which Meſſenge 
happening to arrive at the Time the Indians met 
my Lord Howard at Albany, Coll. Dongan told 
the Sennekas of the Complaints that the French 
Governor made of them.

Effects were ſcized without any Oppoſition, 
and were carried to the French Fort at Teio- 
dondorag hie.

But the little Succeſs he 
bad in his Expenſive and Dangerous Expe- 
dition, together with the Obſtruction that ths 
French Trade met with fromthe War, inclinꝰd 
him more efeCtually to Propoſals of Peace, 
which Coll. Dongan was forced to make, and 
the Vive Nations to yield to: For notwithſtand- 
ing Coll. Dongan's Advice to them, as above 
related, he by his Maſters Orders (who was 
entirely devoted to Bigotry and the French 
Intereſt) obliged the Frve Nation to agree to 
t Ceſſation of Arms, and to deliver up their 
Priſoners Without any Conditions, in order. 
to obtain à Peace on ſuch Terms as the French 
— to. And that no Accident might 
prevent, Mr. De Nonville ſent his Orders to all 
4. Ris Officers in the Indian Countrys to obſerve a 
15 deſlation of Arms till the AmBaſſadors of the 
2 2 e > ro Five.

This heighten'd rhe Rage of the Five Nations, 
ſo that Mr. De Nonwille*s ſending to diſown 
Adario in this Action, had no effect upon 
them: Their Breaſts admitted of no thought 
but that of Revenge, It was not 
rat long before the French felt the Bloody 
effects of this cruel Paſhon ; for 1200 Men of 
Icke Five N,ztions invaded the Iſland of Montreal 
{when the French bad no ſuſpicion of any ſueh 
Attempt, while Mr. De Nonville and his Lady 


Ivere in that Town. They Landed on the 
south fide of the Iſland at La Ching, on th 
126 of Yulx, 1688. where. they burnt: and 
ſacked all the Plantations, and made a terrible 
'EMaflacre of Men, Women and Children, The 
French were under apprehenſion of the Towns 
:dcing attacked, for which reaſon they durſt 

Inot ſend out any conſiderahle Party to the 
Relief of the Country, till the Indiant had 

Nelocked up two Forts, when Mr. De Mnville. 
ent out a hundred Soldiers and fifty Indians 
o cry to bring off the Men. The French of 
this Party were all either taken or eut to 

pieces, except one Soldier and the Command- 
ing Officer, who was carried off by twelve 

Mb:d;ans that made their eſcape, after he bak: 
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in hir Thigh broke. There Was above 3. Lhau- 
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fand of the F euch JilPd at this time, and 
Twenty ſix were carried away Priſoners, the 
greateſt part of which were burnt alive. The 
Five Nation, only loſt three Men in this Ex- 
edition, that got Drunk, and were left bei 
ind. This, however, did not ſatiate their 
Thirſt after Blood; for in Ofober following 
they deſtroy?d likewiſe all the lower part of 
the Iſland, and carried away many Priſoners. - 
The Conſequenecs of theſe Expeditions 
were very diſmal to the French, for they were 
Soxced to burn their two Barks which they 
Kad on Cadaracks: Lakes and io abandon their 
Fort there. They deſign'd to have blown up 
their Works when they left that place, and 
for that end left a lighred Match where the 
Powder lay, but were in ſuch a Fright, that 
they durſt not ftay ro ſee what effect it had. 
They went down Cadaractui River, in ſeven 
Birch Canecs, and for greater Sccurity travel'd 
in the Night. One of the Canoes with all 
the men in it was loſt by their Precipitation, 
as they paſſed one of the Falls of that River. 
Fhe Five Nations hearing that the French had 
deſerted Cadaracbui Fort, 50 Indiani went and 
took Poficſfion of it, who found the Match 
the French had left, which had goge out, and 
28 Barrils of Powder in the ſame place, togc- 
ther. witk ſeveral other Storee. 
The News of the Sueceſs the r- 
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had. over the Bens, — * itlelf among N 
all the Indians, and put the French Affairs every 
where into terrible iſorder. 

The Utarwvawas had always ſhown an Incli- 
el nation to the Engliſh, and they therefore im- 
It mediately. ſent openly. four Sachems with 

& threc Priſaners of the Sexnekas that they had, 
to aſſure them, That they would forever Re- 
nounce all Friendſhip with the French, and: 
promiſed to Reſtare * reſt of the Priſoners. 
They alſo included ſeven Nations that livd 
near Miſſuimakinak , in this Peace; - . 

This put the French Commandant there un- 
der the greateſt Difficulty ta maintain his. 
Poſt ; but there was no Choice, he muſt ſtand 
kis Ground; for the Five Nations had cut off 
all hopes of Retiring. 

The Nepeciriniens and Kikgbows, of all their
